This Office Action is in response to the Amendment filed on March 04, 2003. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examinees statement of reasons for allowance: The Prior Art 
fails to disclose or render obvious the claimed combination of a power turbine including: 

"the shaft being supported in a housing by a first bearing adjacent to the 
turbine and a second bearing adjacent the drive coupling, 

the first and second bearings each defining an inner bearing surface 
relative to which the shaft rotates and an outer bearing surface which rotates 
relative to the housing, and 

the first and second bearings are mechanically coupled together such that 
said first and second bearings are constrained to rotate relative to the housing at 
the same speed. "
